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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the reasons stated in the previous office action 
dated 9 April 2009. 

Applicant argues that Wolf does not disclose any nanowires. Applicant's argument is not persuasive because the rejeciton does not rely 
upon Wolf for teaching the nanowires. 

Applicant argues that the nanowire of Potyrailo is not functionally equivalent to the fluorescein label taught by Wolf because the nanowire of 
Potyrailo is not bonded to an analyte or used as a marker of any chemical bond. Furthermore, applicant argues that Potyrailo does not 
disclose bonding any receptor molecule to a nanowire, a nanowire that may be employed as a luminescent marker for identifying a 
chemical bond, or a nanowire that maybe employed as a luminescent marker for identifying a chemical bond by determining whether or not 
the nanowire's luminescence is extinguished by the presence of a bonded molecule. Applicant's arugment is not persuasive because Wolf 
is relied upon for teaching a label chemically bonded to an analyte and Potyrailo is relied upon for replacing the fluorescein label of Wolf 
with a luminescent nanowire. In response to applicant's argument that Potyrailo does not dislcose bonding a receptor or nanowire 
employed as a luminescent marker, applicant's argument is not persuasive because Wolf teaches the function and use of the label, and 
Potyrailo is only relied upon for teaching the replacement of the label of Wolf with a functionally equivalent luminescent nanowire. Applicant 
has not shown how the luminescent label of Potyrailo cannot be used in place of the fluorescein label of Wolf. 
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
